Dr.. Daniel Kerfoot. Shute, Professor 
Emeritus of Ophthalmology, holds the 
degrees of A. B. and M. I). from The 
fjeorge Washington University and 
lias studied at the Royal London 
Ophthalmic Hospital and the Univer- 
sity of Berlin. For 24 years, from

Lloyd Warren, a member of the 
Society of Beaux-Arts Architects, 
instigated the idea of the Paris 
Prize first, in 1 904. That same year 
the society inaugurated Warren’s 
plan In the Paris Prize Competition 
that' permitted the selection of a 
student to pursue his architectural 
studies in the First Cl oka of the 
Kcole Nuflonalo fb-n Benn'k-Arts in 
accordance with the Decree «f the 
Minister of the Public Instruction 
and Fine Arts of Paris, France. 

Members of the Beaqx-Arjta Archi- 
tects gave the first purse for the 
maintenance of this Pauls Prize 
Scholar during the prescribed period 
of study abroad. ’ In past years con- 
tributions have been made by An- 
drew Carnegie, Pierpoht Moitgan, 
Messrs. William K. Vanderbilt, Alex-

History Professor States That Many 
Revelations Made Since Wai® 
Make Coarse Desirable 


New System, Recently Adopted, 
Becomes Target of Objections 


SECOND TERM’S COURSES 

START FEBRUARY 5 


OBERLIN, Ohio (IP).— The "grad- 
ing” system, condemned by students 
who “came to- college to get an educa- 
tion. not marks," is hack in .full force 
at Oberlin" College. 1 ' 

The faculty granted the request of 
the undergraduates to do away with 
the system, inaugurated last spring at 
thg.ir asking, whereby students were 
simply informed that they were pass- 
ing or failing. 

Discontent grew steadily under the 
new system. The Oberlin Review de- 
clared that as long as grades were 
kept by the faculty, the students tyid 
better know what those grades wpj*e. 
The best way, the college paper said, 
was to pave no grades at all. The 
college tfas not willing to go that far, 
however. 


In line with a tendency shown ip 
universities throughout the country, 
Dr. Lowell Joseph Ragatz is starting 
u course 'in February on "Europe singe 
1914." Dr. Ragatz makes the follow- 
ing announcement about the new sub- 
ject; 

""Usually it Is a great many years 
before the truths about a war are tlls- 
covtred. However, we now have a 
great deal of information about the 
last great war. 1 This is because various 
nations!, feeling themselves unjustly 
held to blame, sought to justify them- 
selves and therefore published, their 
official archives. First Austria, Hun- 
gary, Germany, and Russia did this;’ 
that stimulated France,' Great Britain, 
and the ynijed States ' (.0 follow suit; 
after t hat tii.e individual statesmen 
and rulers, concerned sought to show 
■ their innocence and wriite^their mem- 
oirs. 

"We hftVe had to. therefore, change 
our whole attitude towards the War 
-since these disclosures have been' made. 
-We now knpw that. William, of Ger- 
many, instead of forcing the war tried 
to •prevent it. We know that the 
‘atrocity’ stories had no. t'dund'ajtiim. 
We know that' the -central power_s ; peo- 
ple were as much worked on as the 
American by propaganda attempting 
to show that their cause was the just 
one. 

\"Many new facts have been disclose 1, 
particularly In the last three or. four 
veats. Books written about, the war 
before 1927 are now obsolete and stu- 
dents^ ho Studied the war before that 
year must make a new study of the 
case.
